flation and recession. 

Ford's formula, as arrogant as snyibing offered by his 
[srcdcccssor in the White House: docs nothing to end 
1 1 nem pioynie n't : spending less on suciol services, while 
Increasing government control over those using the 
services; scuttling full national heal Lh -insurance pro- 
lection; using the fond stamp program for massive sur- 
veillance of I he poor; using crime as ft straw dog for in- 
ctejsed u I tacks bythe stale on ghetto poor insteatl or 
realistic programs to end the causes of street crime: 
ignnring corporate crime; using the ling words of "big 
government" to lighten the sbip of stale and repress 
public employees; increasing defense spending, continu- 
ing to pursue detente which nearly everyone sees is not 
working, and giving new [as loopholes to big business 
while demanding new tax revenues from the working 
poor. 

Ed Mpsfcle,. speaking for congressional Democrats, 
nl least was not blind to ihc true State of the Union, but 
his speech also demonstrated arrogance, Mtiskie's ob- 
servation s were not tbd kind of leadership (he country 
needs when faced wiih an assault by Jerry Ford. Rather, 
they express shallow reaction of a pudhldan who knows 
he is no longer believed by the public. Ills world view 
showed common sense hut since he spoke for ft party 
sharply torn between many interests it is doubtful that 
common sense can be turned Into conctetu solutions to 
I he Union's problems.

•executives on the boards of multinational Financial

The country Is fating a 
critical decision on these matter^ and if Congress, if Ihe 
Republic, chooses to Ignore the solutions demanded 
by the public as It has In the recent round of Congres- 
sional invest igations. then Congress is capitulating its 
rote as well as Its ability to serve the public, if ihe Re- 
public makes tradeoffs with the Empire to maintain 
some false sense of past glory then It is setting the stage 
for a collision, the magnitude of which the nation has not 
witnessed since the Civil War. 

We Americans no longer have myMicaf attitudes about 
our institutions. We know (bat they are only as good os 
wc force them to be. We know that our government must 
be constantly monitored and that we must invent way* to 
exercise daily control over the government.

In busbies* or religious circles are only 
hardworking honest American citizens. This Is true. 
But the consensus of the Organizing Committee is that 
citizens can not admit to crime within their organiza- 
tion and continue to support that organization. There 
are those who directly commit crime and there arc (hose 
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who are accessories to these crimes. We encourage those 
individuals working in or with the CM who do not con- 
done the criminal history of this Agency to quit. Other 
Similar Jobs Can be found In academia or in the State 
Department, For anyone to continue to work with the 
CIA is to continue to work In a criminal fashion. Re- 
member these crimes:

The 
Cl A was creased ns an outlaw spirit , It has rampaged 
and ravished, the entire world to create profitable Invest- 
ment climates for the multi national corporations which, 
once achieved, facilitate the transfer of factories toother 
Lands for less costs and trade u neons manipulated by 
the CIA. thus yanking jobs away from American work- 
ers. To support the CIA and covert action is to support 
this thirty year world history of mass murder, torture 
a nd h egb crimes against humanity, 

To suggest liit CL A continue opera ling on public trust 
and u ruler Congressional supervision is to bury one's 
head in the sand.

Fight Crime, Not Dissent 

A horror show, equaled only by contemporary revela- 
tions about the Central Intelligence Agency, has heen 
quietly unfolding in Washington as investigators art 
probing the secret nooks and crannies of the Federal 
bureau of Investigation- While this inquiry has, thus far, 
produced a few scattered revelations, especially regard- 
ing FBI treatment of Martin Luther King, ll:e emigres* 
sternal invest [gators and their counterparts in the news 
media have seem ! Ugly Tailed to grasp the significance of 
t heir findings. 



Because many of the FBI's programs targeted "un- 
popular" causes and personalities, political considera- 
tions have prompted these investigators ro. in effect, 
cover-up evidence of massive illegal activity. The House 
Select Committee an Intelligence. for example, canceled 
hearings on the notorious COINTELFRO operations 
after it became clear that many of Hie witnesses would be 
associated with either the Black Panther or Socialist 
Workers partles- 

Of particular concern is that abundant evidence of FBI 
Involve m enr in domestic assassinations and/or terrorist 
activity lias heen either buried or rte-cm phasizjcd- At- 
tempts lu provoke rival organisations to assassinate 
Hfaek Panthers in Chicago, Philadelphia, Sun Diegu, 
and Los Angeles have been revealed but nor explored. 
Now many people died as the result of these "hard- 
hitting" culintcrintcfiigehce programs? In San Diego, 
the FBI went tie far is to boast, according to a recently 
declassified memo, that its counterintelligence programs 
hud created a significant degree of racial unrest. In other 
areas of the country, the FBI sought to provoke open 
warfare between organized crime and chi* Communist 
Parly, And documents in the possession of the Senate 
Select Committee investigating the intelligence com- 
m unity reveal that the Bureau paid for "wattled posters" 
naming a well-known activist asn police informant. Only 
through mere chance diil this activist escape the mur- 
derous Intentions of the FBI. 

m - ■ ' 

The promotion of assassin? tin n and terror were nut the 
only techniques employed by the Buurcau In its quest to' 
curb domes tic dissent. A dear at Lem pi was made to have 
Attorney William Ku ostler, who defended many organi- 
nations against govern mem repression, framed on crim- 
inal charges that would discredit him personally and 
politically . Antioch College in Ohio was the target of FBI 
programs designed to discredit U academically merely 
because the college ad minimal inn allowed campus 
facilities tu he used for anti -war activities. The worst ex- 
ample of these insidious programs to discredit activists 
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was the Bureau's letter to Dr. King suggesting that he 
commit suicide, ft should not be forgotten, however, that 
nationally recognized figures weren't tlie only target* of 
these programs. And most Importantly, it should not be 
forgotten that the FBI assembled politics I dossier* on 
hundreds of thousands of Americans. 

FBI Director Clarence Kelley ho* attempted to re 
assure congressional probers by constantly repeating the 
myth I hut all Such programs were discontinued in 1971. 
While It Is true that the bureaucratic designator 
"COINTELPRO" was discontinued in 1971, FBI dis- 
ruption programs and survd lienee techniques have been 
ind air being continued. In 1971 and 1972 las was re:, 
vealcd in CounlerSpy in March ] 973), the Bureau spon- 
sored! right-wing terrorist organization, based in San 
Diego California and operating in 1 1 western states. Ear- 
ly in 1975, the New York Time* disclosed that the 
Bureau hod played a key role in organizing and funding 
sham ultra -leftist organizations in New Orleans and 
Florida. The conduct of FBI agents towards activist 
Native American organizations, especially on the Pine 
Ridijc Reservation, clearly shows that disruption and ter- 
ror programs are an Important part of contemporary 
Bureau activity. 

Lately, weVe seen a fot of Clarence Kelley ranting and 
raving about the threats posed to Americans by ter- 
rorists. He has even suggested that certain trad it ion a I 
political freedoms enjoyed by citizens may have to be 
iicrifired If terrorism is to be crushed. It seems obvious 
■ to us that these declarations are merely serving to cover 
up the Bureau's function as a political secret police. 
Moreover, they come on the wave of repressive legisla- 
tion that, if passed, would indeed require American peo- 
ple Id sacrifice What few rights arc left from our crum- 
bling Bill Of Rights, 

The FBI should light Crime, particularly organized 
crime, rather than reinforce right-wing paranoia that 
sets a terrorist belli nd every >1 Lssemer. 



De- militarize the Police 

During the last two decades, lhe U.S, Army has quietly 
rigirtdcd its domestic power and influence. The separa- 
tion of police and military functions In our society — one 
of the causes for the 1776 rebel I ion — has been rendered 
"i imperative" through a sophisticated form of mili- 
tarism which approximates lhe fielding of a Counter-ill- 
suvgcncy force a gainst American citizen*. 

Today them: exists a special branch of the Pentagon, 
the Division of Military Support IDOMS), whose pri- 
mary responsibility is to coordinate military response to 
"civ ii disorders, " real or Imagined- DOMS is the central 
coordinating agency for OPLAN GARDEN PLOT, the 
Military ctmlingeuty pltirt for totiitg full military force 
against civil Jiisent. as wdl nS acting as a centra I mili- 
tary supply depot for the domes tic police. Via GARDEN 
PLOT, thousands of police and national guard troops 
have come to consider them selves soldieis in battle with 
l he A mcrica n public, 

A% GARDEN PLOT wav practiced again and again 
across the land, it became obvious that the use of regular 
military troops had- practical political limitations in a 
democracy. So, from GARDEN PLOT exercises and ex- 
periences with counterinsurgency in Vietnam, nur na- 
tional security managers developed a "Green Beret" 



force wihin (he police. The fanatic growth of Special 
Weapons and Tactics TiiunlS £5 WAT) stems from mili- 
tary sources involved in GARDEN PLOT planning and 
demonstrates a courtship lie tween lhe police and the 
military. Before Long, we will not have police forces as we . 
once knew them, rat Tier we will have full Hedged armies 
of occu pa [Inn pat roli ng the streets of o nr coin m unit i es — 
designed, equipped and motivated by the Pentagon, 

Thu GARDEN PLOT/SWAT mentality and (he In- 
creasing power of the military in lhe civil government 
must bo fought. Just as tllC CIA decided that the tar- 
gets of their operations must include the civilian popula- 
tion of America, so too has the military focused iheir 
rights on us. If democratic and constitutional rights 
are to be preserved, we must demand that the military 
be control ted hy the people and nut the people controlled 
by the in i I ita ry. 



Stop Senate Bill One 

The progress Of Senate Bill One (S, 1) is yet another 
indication of the repressive society the govern merit is 
trying to create in America. Originally conceived to 
streamline the federal criminal code and eliminate con- 
flicting statutes. Senate Bill One was written in such a 
way that it virtually neutralizes (lie bill of Rights. It is 
a nightmare for all who value a more immune and just 
society, and the nig 111 mare can not bq eliminated by 
simply amending the proposed law. Senate Bill One 
must be stopped without compromise, for if it is not, the 
poor and the powerless will lose what little protection 
they nuw have under the law, and alt of us will lose the 
spirit, if not the substance, of our democrat lc rights. 

American law Is alleged to be based On logic and fair- 
ness, yet Senate Bill One Is neither logical nor just. Sen- 
ate Bill One would codify a double standard law that 
qutle literally could create a situation where a govern- 
ment official guilty of misconduct would go free, while 
9 citizen peacefully protesting the misconduct would 
go to jail for such activity. 

Senate Bill One would, among other things, broaden 
the government's authority to wiretap, virtually elimin- 
ate criminal insanity picas, limit the freedom of (be 
press, make G.l. organizing a crime, and rcinstitulc the 
death penalty. (See CouiuerSpy. Vol. 2, No. 3 for more 
detail* on the specifics of Senate Bill One.! 

The Senate Judiciary Committee is due to start its 
review of Senate Bill One in February or March with 
the possibility of floor action as early as May. Tlie Liberal 
Leadership of the Judicial? Committee (Kennedy. Hart, 
Tiinncy. Abourezk, Mai Idas. Burdick, and Kjylij along 
with their staff people have been discussing the possi- 
bilities yf amending more than twenty-five controver- 
sial sections of the hill in hopes of satisfying the growing 
widespread opposition to Senate Bill One. The proposed 
amendments are mostly cosmetic end do not tackle the 
basic inadequacies of the hil A major fault of the cur- 
rent d Li logue is that there 1st . ■ ii lied ugreeme nt amo n g 
Judiciary staffers as to what tin orohlcms are with tile 
bLEI, A member of Sen. Kcnn v's staff, and former 
Justice Department prosecutor, supports S. L . vigorous- 
ly and believes that, with a few amendments and mcidi* 
fixations, 5,1. would be a good bill.

The architect and first permanent 
director of A OF, John Cr^lmiu, 
wrote about his law enforcement 
achievements in the July issue of 
Palict Chitf niigrel he. "The bul k of 
our work,” he said, "finds us in- 
vestigating violations of law in every 
teeming American ghetto, in com- 
munities of all sizes , and in selected 
foreign locales From Bangladesh to 
Moscow/'

The Dole -McGovern hill *cls a ceil- 
ing of S9,O0Q ami changes the (bod 
slump program from a feeding pro- 
gram to an income support plait. The 
needy wouldn't buy stamps From the 
government; instead, the government 
would offer the stamps fire in a 
government subsidy form. 

The food stamp program is tricky 
all around. The applicant must prove 
his/her ability to maintain his/her 
household (rent, gas, electricity, 
phonal yet not inake enough to com- 
fur I a bty afford food , 

The actual Fraud In the program 1* 
not *0 high as Ihesidcjii Ford would 
like us [u believe. Overpayment of 
benefit* ex ceed 26 per cent of e la bus. 
but most Of these are attributed to 
clerical anti mathematical mistakes 
made by clerks who certify par- 
ticipants. according io (he defenders 
of the program, According to Sen, 
George McGovern, "Only eight in 
every I(].[)n0 recipients are obtaining 
iiiori stamps fraudulently, according 
to Ati Agriculture Department 
su LYcy," 

AOI target* another category of 
fm>d stamp "abusers/' Agriagcnts, 
called “Uuaicr*/ 1 regularly spy on 
stores fur viola linns of foud stomp 
regulations. IF such item* as dog 
fond. lolfet pajier nr snap are among 
the items purchased, the USDA wilt 
order the store to stop accepting fixid 
Stamps, A number of food coops have 
been victim to these six-munih ban* 
un food stamp qua HI I eat ion. 

Why tloes the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture need such an extensive 
investigating force? One can find that 
answer by reading what the CIA see* 
as (he trend for food a round the 
world. The slwrtage of food, pre- 
tHdctl for the next decade, "could 
give the U.S. a measure of power it 
Iliad never had before — possibly an

The Grand Jury 
Arm of the FBI 

The govern man 1 is u lUtzing 
grand juries as an Intelligence 
galhering operation against the 
movement for social change. Grand 
juries are as active as I hey were In 
I he 70’s, though they are less vis- 
ible and more focused in their 
aim Eo undermine the solidarity 
of political activists. 

Several new patterns are emerg- 
ing in the government's a I tempt 
to attack political movements 
i (trough the Use and abuse of grand 
juries. Targets are: labor unions. 
Third World gtoups and the wo- 
men's movement. The denial of 
attorney/client privilege and the 
rejection of mu It I -represent at ion 
at l he grand jury are the govern- 
ment's weapons aimed at dividing 
and destroying the left — by prevent- 
ing a con solid a ted defense. 

The December I, 1075 issue of 
Newsweek revealed some ex- 
cerpts front a transcript of a J974 
seminar of state and local prose- 
cutors, The Houston meeting, 
labeled 11 An Advanced Organized 
Crime Seminar", was paid Tor by 
the [.aw Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEA A) and was a 
forum fur panic! pants to exchange 
ideas on law enforcement tech- 
niques. Seeing grand juries as 
natural prosecutorial tools, Judge 
Charles E. Muylan of Baltimore 
Staled; 

"The prosecutor can violate or 
burn the bill of rights seven days 
out uf seven and briltg the fruits of 
constitutional activity to a grand 
jury. Mo court in the country has 



the power to Look behind what the 
grand jury considers or why it 
acts as it does.” 

At the same conference, Martin 
G. Hclleran said: "Through what 
other means can you put hoodlum* 
and gangsters into prison without 
convicting them of a crime? Think 
of that." 

Some examples of ongoing grand 
juries that illustrate this govern- 
mental strategy of focusing on par- 
ticular organizations or Issues are: 

• Two grand juries are target- 
ing Wounded. Knee attorneys. 
One in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 
has subpoena ed Ray A rv hetet I a 
and Bruce Ellison. Areheletta and 
Ellison have moved to quash their 
subpoenas because nf the possible 
viol a (la its to the attorney 
client privilege in that the govern- 
ment has refused to state Hie pur- 
pose of the grand Jury investiga- 
tion. This investigation has been 
postponed several times. 

* The Federal grand jury in 
Pes Moines, Iowa, investigating 
the Native American liberation of 
Wounded Knee,’ and seeking to 
indict Prank Black Horse for fail 
ure to appear far trial, has sub- 
poenaed Martha Copleman, n law- 
yer who has worked ort the case. 
She has filed motions to quash the 
subpoena for three reasons : First, 
llte Slibpoctta jeopardizes lawyer/ 
client privilege: (he subpoena vio- 
lates Prank Black Horse's fifth 
amendment right against self- 
incrimination; and finally, the 
issuing of a Subpoena violates the 
sixth amendment right nf a defen- 
dant to have counsel.

There are four grand jury re- 
form bills of varying strengths 
pending ih the House of Repre- 
sentatives. H.H. 1277, i n l rod need 
by Rep. J. EiJbcrg, provides grand 
jury witnesses with a number of 
key safeguards now denied them: 
the right in counsel in the chamber, 
access to transcripts of their testi- 
mony and full explanation uf why 
subpoenas have been issued. An- 
other bill, H.R. 298b, introduced 
by Rep, John Conyers, builds Oil 
the protections provided by the 
Eiiberg bill and further, seeks 10 
limit prosecutorial domination of 
(he grand jury process by man- 
dating grand juror Votes before a 
subpoena can be issued or immun- 
ity offered . |[ also a Hows grand 
Jurors to obtain Independent coun- 
sel to press' investigations into fed- 
eral offenses committed by gov- 
ernment officials. The bill would 
prohibit contempt confinement 
based on prosecutorial questions 
the I violate a witness's Consti- 
tutional rights. The third bill. H.R. 
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6006. is almost identical: 10 H.R. 
2906. except that H.R. 2906 linns 
all forced immmiiLy as well as 
abolishing Immunity. H.R, 6207. 
is more limited in scope than any 
or the other proposed hilts, how- 
ever, the sponsors have also en- 
dorsed the Conyers bill. 

Grand juries are a powerful tool 
of govern m eul investigators and 
will be utilized as long as they are 
accessible. I tv theory, the first 
function of a grand jury is to pro- 
tect people from unjustified prose- 
cution, Tilt: goat of those struggling 
to eliminate abuses of power is tu 
eliminate the ability of prosecutors 
in manipulate the grand jury as 
an arena Tor conducting political 
investigations. Legislative reform 
is one method to .return the grand 
jury system to the citizens it was 
originally established to scree. But 
there is much more work (O do to 
- build public awareness of the 
threats to civil liberties linn grand 
juries represent. We must combat 
the paranoia the government js 
attempting 10 spread by Waving a 
subpoena in the face of I he move- 
itiehL

the fight of itic Sioux people for their 
treaty rights. 

Tile Sioux people on Pine Ridge 
Reservation could be facing a new 
era, with tile recent d cleat of Tribal 
President Dick Wilson. On Jan. 27, 
former Bureau of Indian Affairs 
iBIAJ Superintendent Albert Trimble 
beat out Wilson, whose three-year 
dictatorship brought an unprece- 
dented reign of bloodshed and terror 
to the Oglala people, Even on the ew 
of election day — in the spirit of his 
terrorist regime — Wilson sent lothc 
district of Wainblee with the cam* 
paign slogan: “One member ill every 
Indian family will be killed if Dick 
Wilson is not the winner in Wain- 
btce." Wilson specifically threatened 
Charlie Abonre/k, the son of U.S. 
Senator James Abmiru/k {D-S.D.I. 
who has lived so Warn bice supporting 
the treaty fight of Use Oglala people. 

Amidst federal mediators from the 
U.S, Labor Department to safeguard 
the election, the Oglala people voted 
out Wifson by a margin of 1611 to 
1076. (Five hundred votes were chal- 
lenged). Trimble, an Oglala and 
veteran BIA bureaucrat, was ousted 
as BIA Superintendent of Pine Ridge 
last March, after being fingered by 
BIA Commissioner Morris Thomp- 
son as the cause of the new surge of 
violence on the reservation. Trtmbte 
bud openly stood up to Wilson while 
in office, pointing particularly to his 
wholesale giveaway of tribal land; held 
"in trust” fur full blood Oglalas. 

Trimble's victory could usher in a 
new wave of liberalism which would 
free the Oglflla people to reestablish 
their democratic rights in the Indian 
way and thus open Up the way fur the 
struggle against the United States' 
colonial policy and historic denial of 
sovereignty under the treaty. 

Trimble is Up against the legacy of 
Wilson, as a dictator and as a puppet 
of the U.S. government, and Its 
colonial policy of stealing Indian 
land, and minerals and water and 
fishing rights. Whether Trimble will 
recover the stolen Sioux land is ques- 
tionable. but he offers hand a ids lh.il 
are sorely needed to heal wounds 
made by the Wilson regime. 

Wilson surreptitiously gave away 
One-eighth of the Pine Ridge Reser- 
vation to the U.S- government last 
June 26, when mod of the reservation 
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was focused on the killing of an 
Indian rnan, Joe Stunt/, and two FBI 
agents on the Jumping Bull com- 
pound in White Clay District. The 
death of Jue Stunt/ has not yet been 
investigated but four Indian, men 
have been charged with murdering 
the two agents. Bob Rnbideaux. a 
Cheyenne River Sioux; James Eagle, 
an Oglala Sioux from Pine Ririgc; 
and Darrell Butler, from (he Rouge 
River tribes have all pled not guilty at 
arraignments in Rapid City on Jan. 
19, Leonard Pelletier remains free 
underground. Robitlraux and Butler 
are each being held on VA million 
bond. And 19-year-old James Eagle is 
being held without any bond at all. 
Eagle is the grandson of Gladys Bis* 
von Cite, one Of the strong traditional 
leaders oMhc Oglala people, and the 
nephew of Pedro Bissonette, head of 
the Oglala Sioux Civil Rights Organ ■ 
i/atiun, who was assassinated by the 
BIA poticc in October 1973. 

In a statement from his Pierre, S D, 
jail cell, Darrell Butler said;

Leonard Crow ting, the spiritual 
leader uf the America it Indian Move- 
ment, lias also been jailed by the U.S. 
government on two separate assault 
charges of dubious grounds. With tbc 
same swift precision and disregard of 
rights that the government invaded 
Crow Dog's Paradise last summer. 
Crow Dog him self was railroaded 
through the South Dakota courts. 

In 1481. Crow Dog, a medicine man 
a ltd chief of ( fie Rosebud Siou X . 
killed Spotted Tail tor attempting to 
sell out his people's rig his to the LI,S, 
government, TJie U.S, prosecuted 
nnd convicted Crow Hog and sen- 
tenced him to hang. The Supreme 
Court at the last minute overt it rued 
the convict ion on the grounds that the 
government did not have legal juris- 
diction to intervene in the tribe's 
exercise of its sovereignly. Subse- 
quently, the U.S. Congress bnlh ab- 
rogated the right of the Senate to 
enter into treaties With frulian nations 
and, by legislative fiat, assumed 
jurisdiction for certain crime* com- 
mitted In Indian country. 

Almost a hundred years later, the 
grandson, Leonard Crow Dog. is be- 
hind tile while man's iron door. From 
behind that door came these words: 
It^nf faw have I broken? Is it 
Wong for me to low my own? h it 
wicked for me because my jIijr is 
red? Because I an j Lakota . beta use I 
Was bam where my father tived, be- 
cause I would die for my people and 
my country? 
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Hie early dawn raid was one often repealed by 
American farces during the Vietnam War. The heli- 
copies landed in a clearing and disgorged their cargo of 
seared young men clad in jungle fatigues, Hale veils, and 
M-16 rifles. Just as I he men of Task Force Baker had 
on« herded togelher the inhabitants of My La l, Ihe air- 
borne troop;, quickly rounded up the natives and held 
them ar gun point. Relnibrcements arrived by land, and 
the augmented force began a line sweep of the surround- 
ing terrain; the troops quite literally trudged over hill 
and over dale in search of the enemy. 

The search completed „ the prisoners 'were taken hack 
lu headquarters for Snterrogalion.Tlic young men 
breathed a collective sigh of relief: the opera Elan wag 
com pie red and there had been no confrontation with an 
armed hostile force. They boarded (heir helicopters and 
vehicles for the trip back lu their base. 

The prisoners I his lime were not "'Viet Cong” or Viet- 
namese rice farmers, neither were they Khmer Konge 
soldiers or Cambodian peasants. The prisoners were 
members of the Oglala Sou Nation, residing at Crow 
Dog's Paradise on (he Rosebud Reservation in South 
Dakota. 

Their captors were not members of the ITS. Army, al- 
though they had all the trappings of a military force on a 
m Hilary operation . The captors were members of the 
Federal Bureau of investigation's Special Apprehension 
Teams, and their Sept. 5, 1975 raid on Chow Dog's 
Paradise was one of a number that they had conducted 
on the reservation in search of native Americans charged 
wilh the murder of two FBI agents. Over 100 agents look 
part In the raids, conducting i| with military efficiency, 
military tactics, and most important of all — military 
strategy. 

Throughout the country, si miliar raids have taken 
place In search of political activists and "common* 4 
criminals. Some of those raids have been conducted by 
the FBI's Special Apprehension Teams (SATsJ, and 
others by local police counterparts, usually called 
Special Weapons and Tactics teams (SWAT) There is 
nn cent raHted index of the number of these teams that 
operate In American cities, but estimates place the 
number at over 1.000, a virtual standing army that has 

been created without any serious legislative or public 
oversight. 

SWAT — Top 1 Police Army 

Today. SWAT t* a popular topic; magazine articles, 
news features, a television serial, and even "SWAT ac- 
tion toys 1 ' Indicate the public knowledge of SWAT'S ex- 
istence, There has been little written, however, of the 
role that SWA I plays III an overall plan for civil distur- 
bance suppression in the United Stales. SWAT is simply 
the overt manifestation of a domestic counter -insurgency 
philosophy that is little discussed outside ihe circles of 
government. 

In order to understand SWAT, it Is necessary to trace 
the growth nl both the police and the movements for 
social Change in the United States. A* those movements 
became more powerful and militant, the government re- 
acted by militarizing the police, giving us a situation 
where the police are more prepared to uphold an eco- 
nomic system of capitalism than the democratic con- 
cepts outlined in (he Constitution, especially the concept 
Of srparatinn of military and Civil authority. 

SWAT is antithetical to a democratic system oferim- 
Inil justice. Ihe American law enforcement system, de- 
rived from (hot of Great Britian, has always been one of 
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'7 curium say that our country could have 
no cent ml police force without being totali- 
tarian, but ( can suy with conviction that it 
cannot become totalitarian without a central- 
ized nut to mi l police* ' '

separating the police and military functions. SWAT rep, 
resents a reversal of the order, but It must be judged as 
pari yf an overall reversal of the concept of open, par- 
ticipatory government. 

Tlie framers of the Constitution took great care to in- 
sure that the military would not have the same power 
that the British military had exercised over (he colonists. 
In fact, Mlere were heated discussions On the question of 
even creating a standing army. Finally, control of the 
military was divided between the legislative branch and 
the executive branch, 

The legislative branch was given ihe power of the bud- 
get and to declare wars and ratify treaties. Control over 
the military’s budget, however, was the element that con- 
trol led the growth and. power of the military. 

The executive brunch was given the command of the 
military. Tile President was made the Commander in. 
Chief of the Army and the Navy, as well as the state 
militias should they he called te federal service. 

During the early years of Congress, several laws were 
passed that effected (he ability of the military to in- 
tervene in civil affairs. The original and strictest of these 
laws was passed in I792 r and prohibited any use of fed - 
ernl military force in civil disorders, making it necessary 

to rely on the civilian-soldiers of the state mil it las should 
trouble develop. 

That law. Chapter 23, I Statutes 264. wa& overturned 
several weeks later by the Militia Bill, Chapter 33, I 
bEiitutcs 271. which limited the use of troops to repelling 
Invasions and quelling Insurrections, Tlie legislative 
history shows that the term insurrection was not con- 
sklcred synonmaus with riot or disorder. 

Do ring the years of westward expansion, the U,S. 
Marshals used their power to raise assistance as a means 
to form posses from military troops. The rationale was 
that as lung as the troops were under the control of a 

U.5. Marshal, they were serving as civilians and nut as a 
m ilitary force, 1 



lliis concept was open to abuse, especially during the 
Reconstruct lorn era after the Civil War* During that 
|)eriixl, the Marshals enforced Reconstruction policy by 
using I lie military os their personal armlet. The abuse 
was so great that Congress finally acted to slop (he prac- 
tice hy passing the Posse CnmltalUS Act, t itle 18, USC

The Plksc Comitftlus Act made It illegal for anyone to 
use "any part of the Army” to en three the civil laws 
unless it was Specifically authorized by an Act of Con- 
gress of the Constitution. 

The Toast Coin hams Act was modified by the passage 
of five separate laws: 10 USC 3J1 , 332, 333, 334. and the 
House Joint Resolution 1292. These laws allowed the 
military to be used when;

Indeed, ihe English did take great pains lo Insure ifs.n 
there was a law enforcement at met me rfou was separate 
from the military, and It was (his model of lew enforce' 
nient that [he cdmiisls brought to the Aincrie.it;, It is it 
far cry from what we see ledny with I he existence uf 
paramilitary units such at SWAT. 

The first recognized system uf low enforcement In 
Great Rritian was known at I he Muiunl Pledge System. 4 
Under the Pledge System. every ahle-boilicd "li ecmao" 
over age 12 was obliged lo jdn n Tithe, a group si I ten 
men. Ten Tilhu were handed tugelher into n Hundred, 
and several H unjrcds in to a Sh ire. 

Hach Til he elected a head, nr Chief Tiihtsiunn. as 
their leader. When summoned by a “hue and cry", each 
member uf the Tiihe was nbligcil to come lo (he routua! 
assistance of his fellow citizen, lo certain cases, when a 
member of a 1 ithe was guilty of a crime, iht utFrcr joenv 
ben ot the Tithe could he held liable for il. 

The Crown appointed a head to each group of Hund- 
reds. veiling him wltfi the Htic of Reeve, or Shire- Reeve, 
the II nea r an teeed ant of today's Sheri IT. 

The Mutual pjedge Syslcm was. abolished when WH- 
llarn, Duke of Normandy, siaged a sueccssiliMnvasjon nf 




Great Britian ill 1066. William divided the country into 
55 military regions; the Shire-Reeves were displaced by 
Knights called Conservators of the Peace, or Peace 
Wardens. 

Jo 1215. King Jolm signed the Magna Chins at Hun- 
uymende, and military control of law enforce m enl was 
eh minuted. The basics of the pledge system were re- 
established by bringing back info csistanee the Shire* 
Fteevvs and making able ‘bud red “freemen'’ once again 
responsible fur I he order of rheir communities. 1 

The CUy uT London established the first civilian police 
force in t2Sd, a nighl watch composed of residents of the 
cliy who performed (heir duties on a rotational basis. 
The niglll watch was an unpaid civic obligation, and 
therefore Unpopular, Soon, it became custom to pay tor 
another lo perform I lie duties uf night walch, and it 
Ijeeame a haven for crooks, the elderly, and the crippled 
who hired themselves out as replacements, 

King Edward I revised the night watch systean in 1285 ' 
when Flc signed the Statutes nf Winchester.* This law 
codified (he concept of obligating all people lo answer 
I he “Hue and fry", rccslablishcd ihe Hu lid reds, and 
provided fora paid force of night-time gate watchers for 
Hie cilics. 

The next change came in 1 36 1 when King Ed ward III 
established ihe etflee of Justice of ihp Peace and placed 
Hie Shire- Reeves under them.* Until [hat time, one of 
ihe obligations of ihe Shire-Rccvc was the formation of 
Grand Juries and IMile Juries, and Rd ward's reforms 
removed the -Shire- Reeve frum direct involvement In 
Hie judicial system . Another major reform established 
by L'dwnrd was lo re-establish the IVaee Wardens, mak- 
ing them responsible for the order of ihc cities. lTiese 
Peace Wardens were known later BS Cunslublcs, 

Colonial TrAiv and Order 

Such was ihe basic pattern that ihc colonists brought 
to the Americas: constables (u patrol the cities, sheriffs 
for the rural areas, subservience to the conns and civil 
aulhqrltltt, independence from the military, and [lie 
power to raise assistance from the general populace. 

Night watches were also formed by the colonists as 
[heir dlles grew, Bratch established one In 1636, New 
York iri I6-S8, and Philadelphia in tTOO, 1 It was not until 
the [‘Jib Ceasiury, however, that the Sheriff’s or Coo- 
ilsblus were formed into Buy consolidated force. 

In ISJ.l. fire City uf Philadelphia passed an ordinance 
that created a )>uliee force of 23 men during (he day and 
o night iihiR of 120. Bustos followed In 1836 by creating 
a force of six men, separate from their night watch. 

'Ihc New York Slate legislature in 19-44 authorized the 
creation of city police forces, and New York City created 
its Force In 3845, After (bat, city police forces began to 
form in most major elites; Chicago in 1851. New Orleans 
and ChichiiLltl hi 1852, Baltimore and Newark in 1857, 
ami Providence 1864. fly 1870. virtually every large city 
had Its own police force.* 

The slates also created their own forces, allhough the 
general concept of a stale police did nut become 
widespread until tile 20 Century. 

In |H35 when Texas considered itself an independent 
nation, il created an army and a state police force known 
-is Ihc Texas Range*!.” The Rangers were assigned to 
track tfowtl oil I laws and rustlers, and help protect people 
IVum raids by both Indians and Mexicans. The Rangers, 
however, were distinct and separate frum the Tea as Ar- 
my. 

Massachusetts created a stale police force to combat 
gambling, prostitution, and other vices in 1865," but it 



was nut until 1 90S that modern slate police forces were 
formed, 

Pennsylvania was in the midst of great labor strife in 
the coal regions of the slate in 1905. The labur riots 
crossed jurisdictional lines tor both constables and 
sheriffs, and company -employed strike -breakers did not 
have the power of the Slate behind them. The response 
was to create a state police force; its first job was io 
break the strikes in the coal mines." 

Other states soon followed suit, and today a uniformed 
state police force exists In every state of the Union except 
for Hawaii , 

Federal Police 

The federal government also created police forces as 
Ihe country grew. The first Judiciary Act passed in 1789 
created the U,S. Marshals and empowered President 
George Washington io appoint U U,S- Marshals, lire 
Revenue Ctitler Service was also created in 1 789 so that 
the navy would not have to be involved in enforcing laws 
related to maritime practices. In 1829. the U.5. Post Of- 
fice was allowed to create a force of investigators iu 
crack down on mail theft and fraud. In JB65, the Secret 
Service was created tu combat-counterfeiting and protect 
■ Hie President, The Interna E Revenue Service was auth- 
orized to hire 25 detectives in 1968. and in 1896 the 
Bunder Patrol was formed within the Depart mem of the 
Interior, 

Senator Charles Percy <R,-ril.J stated on October 14, 
1975, that excluding military and foreign intelligence 
agencies such as the Defense Intelligence Agency, Cen- 
tral Intel! Igeney Agency, and National Security Agency, 
the U.S. government annually expends 12.6 hillion for 
the activities qf 33 federal police, Investigative, and in- 
telligence agencies- Percy was citing from a report 
prepared by the Govern me ml Accounting Office which 
also slated that 169,625 federal employees were involved 
in law enforcement activities,'* 

lo addition to the federal agencies, the Task Furee on 
Police uf the President's Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment and the Administration of Justice reported in 1 967 
that there were approximately 40,000 municipal, county, 
and state police and investigative agencies, 1 * The 
Washington. D.C, based Police Foundation, a source for 
major liberal criminal justice police studies, was unable 
to estimate how many agencies may have been formed In 
the eight years since Hie Task Force report. The Task 
Force on Police Also found that there was a growth of 
police forces In the post World War II era. and that one 
of [he major advancements caused by that growth was 
the institution of training academics and centers for Jaw 
enforcement, 11 Until [he post war period, the bulk of 
police training was performed by trial and error on the 
sheets. Ic is ironic that the drive to educate police and 
standardize their conduct opened many of the toads 
towards militarising (hem ,ind cresting paramilitary 
units within their ranks.

The militarization or police can host be understood by 
briefly examining the historical events of Ihe post Wurld 
War II era. The growth of SWAT and domestic 
counter-insurgency activities came about as a result nf 
increased unrest In society, unrest (bat never reached the 
peak of ins u erection but serious enough to make leader* 
of the police community view the potential of civil war. 

In the year* proceed tog Ihc war. Eilaefc Americans had 
made some advances In gaining their civil rights. In

the country the social and conditions of Black 

Americans was anything hut ct|tial to that of Middle 
Class America. The National Asiocla tion for the Ad- 
vancement Of Colored People (NAACP) f formed in 1910. 
and the Congress of Racial Equality {COR El, founded In 
3 910, became the primary orgunivations for ihe post war 
civil rights work. The NAACP concentrated on voter 
regisf rat tort and school integral km while CORE worked 
Oh eliminating discHminatinn in public accommoda- 
tions. 

The first major post-war victory came in 1951. -The 
NAACP hud sum] I tie Board of Education In Topeka, 
Kansas, over their practice of segregating schools. The 
court hat tie went lo Ihe Supreme Court, which tilled jn 
its Fall, 1954 term Lhatthc practice of segregated schools 
violated the constitutional concept of equal protect I un 
under the law; public school <■ across (he country were 
placed in Ihe position of having to open their doors to* 
Black Students. 

In 1955. b Black woman named Rosa Parks refused to 
sit in the rear uf a Montgomery, Alabama municipal 
bus. Her arrest sparked a bus boycott by the Black com- 
munity, a boycott that lasted two years before jt forced 
the City tu change the laws on public transportation and 
accommodations. The two-year boycott was the center of 
national attention and thrust the Rev, Dr. Martin Luther 
King into the front of the civil rights movement.

Black students were organ! ring during this period, a Eld 
when Dr, King called Black student leaders to a con- 
ference In April, I960, they launched the Student Non- 
violent Coordinating Committee I SNCQ, SNCC played a 
key rote In the lunch counter sit-ins in The remainder of 
I960, but its leaders broke with Dr. King in I9hl be- 
cause they considered him too cautious. 

In 196 1 , CORE installed James Form an as Its National 
Director and launched its famous "Freedom Rides” in 
an attempt m integrate public facilities in the South. 
Hundreds of Black and White students and clerics rude 
together through the South, sometimes meeting with 
vlolcttce, including the bombing of their bus. The 
Freedom Hides were successful, however, In forcing the 
Interstate Commerce Coin mission to rule that interstate 
trans|)urtatinn aecom modal ions could no longer Jse seg- 
regated. 

The formation of SNCC in I960 was follow'cd by an- 
other breakthrough an the student movement, in Pori 
Huron. Michigan, young White students launched the 
Students for a Democratic Society <5DS) in 1962. SDS 
began to work In northern ghcltues in an attempt to 
organise tenant unions and other community based 

groups. 

If was all this, and much more, That filtered across the 
desk of J. Edgar ffuOver, the Director of the FBI, As the 
civil rigid s and student movements gained In size and 
power, they also picked up the attention of the police and 
the FBI, Based on confident hi I intelligence nepnm, 

I louver, in 1962', took the first steps Inwards mi] it arising 
the domestic police forces. There had bwn a number of 
small riots as a result of racial unrestr t9uf them in ihe 
period of 195T-I%2 required the use of National Guard 
troop*.

Calculating that the civil Tights movement and the stu- 
dent movement might be the source of future confronta- 
tions with the government. Hoover negotiated a quiet 
deal with the Department of (he Army.* T The FBI gave 
, the Army's Military Intelligence service access to FHI 
Piles wilhoEit charge for clerical ur computer time. The 
Army, in exchange, agreed to teach 296 FBI agents per 
year ill the strategy and tSClk-s of riot control, without 
charge, Had cither agency been forced to transfer funds 
as a result of the deal, congressional overs Ig hi might 
have discovered It. Without u financial exchange, the' 
deal remained very tpilcl, and provided the Military In- 
- tclligenee Service with the hasics that were later to lead 
to an estimated 100,000 files on American cLEkens. 

Between 1963 and 1972, with I Etc exception of 1965, 
200 FBI agents per year received Army riot control train- 
ing at a special Army seminar conducted at Fort Bcivoir. 
Virginia.** The seminar was a two -day affair that spent 
one day discussing the philosophy and applications; of 
riot control techniques; the second day was devoted to 
obsendng a simulated civil disturbance and discussing 
the; techniques used to contain l|. 'fhc school was not 
designed to tcoeh (he FBI Special Agent* how CO use a 
riot baton or toss a tear gas grenade; Ihe tutiree was 
designed to transfer the military philosophy of civil 
disturbance suppression to the civil law enforcement 
arena.

This is not an ui iuhidI pltertai nenon as they, 
representative of each generation, ire ntoie rooraky 
and politically serious than their parents and many of 
dieSr iMdfcflt, Additionally, as students, they generaly 
have a paramount rwpoftsfeiiiiy only to th^msfllv-es end 
eacti economic, political, social, Of cultural issue is 
examined only in thal light- Education is considered by 
most academicians as in exercise id mind expansion, 
freedom of expression, adherence to no absolute thcor- 
«*cik$ end a aaa>ch for more, always more knowledge. 
Therefore, between puberty and death no other period 
in a person'* life h so totally bound up in the total Im- 
pact ol the issues of die day. To ai of ri iese bigradtenu 
nature adds the vigor find energy of youth, the absence 
of the counsel of the ycers and the gullibility of a robot 
— uoing everything new and exciting wtuch is sug- 
gested to h|m. *■ 

The taclaliy separated segment* of our aocfety, as 
they have dona repeatedly kn the past, have emerged 
with periods of sporadic violence, A while man cannot 
ever be black, red, or brown and So long as tfn* white 
men remain* superior in numbers he wil be the re- 
prassfif and the constant target of the mad dog. The 

dog Is confused by the mixtures of love, compassion, 
and friendliness on the one hand and hats, apathy, end 
brutality on the other hand. The actions of any one dog 
Or fifty one master may never result ki grievous injury 
to either of thfirng but r messing, grouping, or polahlxig 
of either party with olhera of his kind witl ultimately 
result kn extensive violence, Minority American* havt 
practiced this principle for 300 years or nwri, often 
without knowing It, It ta the Intensctlon between these 
desperately separate segment! of society — between 
protesters find responding authorities — which has 
resulted in violence. For these minority fllsflWVtf, firry 
steps to prevent vbience which do not address the 
issues of fundamental social find poetical change are 
destined to bd IrrfiiovanE end fated to failure. 

The single most violent force in American history, 
inside and outside ol war, has been a smaE group of 
militant whites; allegedly defending home, family, and 
country from other forces eonikterad to be alien or 
threatening. The espoused motives of those groups is 
usually direct vigilante action due to Inaction or lack, ol 
capability of existing authority. Historically, however, 
ihe massing Or grouping syndroma takes over and 
ethnic minorities within the system become the target. 
The largest single clanger in these groups m the vest 
flnuim t of public support and encouragemen t they 
often acme before their tactics reveal them to be dsn- 
garoufi extremists. While meal whites repudiate vio- 
lence and tacitly support: the goals of minorities, these 
white extremists exploit die methods used by minority 
fitfimanEs and rationalize everything by drumatiring the 
potential poStical and economic threat raised by these 
groups. 

The majority response becomes one of "someday we 
must change" but "today we must stop the violence," 
Tho« who use violence fur ptiUtlcfil purposes Ate, in 
affect, saying, "fouwtiiy isn't soon enough — and we 
won't Ivi you atop the violence ,p 

Blacks, bnowns, find rods am now call'ng for JJ sep- 
Br-nTranr?" 1 ralhet than "entry into" iha white wo«id. 
Whiles, on iho other hand, are crying the slogans of 
the minority groups of 1960: unfair employment ptaC- 
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If one subscribe* to the theory ol rovokitkm which 
asserts thm dram is a nucleus ol Iho society Q% in less!

then It is possible lo follow Hie age-old tactic* of such 
movements find imftefghN id Ihfiiiit changes iri trends 
of violence. 

The point of this discussion on iltegat violence being 
directed at or by one segment of our society is not to 
raise a new flag for ihob cause; but to allow graphic 
ally, in iwntampoifiiy IIMHLt, wliai demos Baldwin 
meant when he summed up fss undarstfiFKling of soci- 
oieli violence - the most powerful weapon of thu rovo- 
krtlonflry is the silent, accumulating contempt anil 
hatred of a prapla directed At ihe govt"! rimfini Ctf oilier 
segment of that snciaiy. 

With live exception ol Him mentfifly dof«mgc?d or the 
Liitoucdied parfiOn, tit fids ul ifiirnai and criminal ufe- 
lencu frfivu routs lOnWwvlifire hi uur present socifil, 
oermumic, Or polilicul oiv^rmincnl.

The second was Hruce Hoeft. an 
American citizen, Hoeft was a personal friend of pul- 
laporn and worked in Thai la ml with the Peace Corps, an 
agency with which the CIA has long denied any links. 

To justify its decision to block prosecution, the Cl A of- 
fered only the vague assertion flint testimony would com- 
promise on-going Operations in Southeast Asia and the 
identities of agents.

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The U.5. Attorney's office in Chicago was undecided 
whether to prosecute Pul I a porn or use him as a witness - 
Regardless of which rote they assigned lo him, however, 
it would he necessary that CIA witnesses testify at the 
trial and that intelligence sports he had provided be 
turned over to the court. The CIA found this unaccept- 
able. Officials from the attorney's oftlcc met repeated ly 
with Cl A representatives iu resolve the question, but 
were told that these documents and witnesses would ex- 
pose, in the words of the CIA's explanation fo Senator 
Charles Percy, "information about intelligence sources 
and methods, including identities of employees and 
agents and ongoing operations,"' which would neces- 
sitate "‘the 'termination of those operations and the 
destruction of the usefulness of those employees and 
agents." 

The attorney's office eventually determined that 



wirhout these documents and witnesses it would be im- 
possible to prosecute. The charges against Hoeft de- 
pended on the testimony of Fullaporn. so in September 
1974 charges against both of them were dropped, Shortly 
afterwards, Putteporn returned to Thailand. Hoeft 3s 
now living cm the West Coast. The two Anfonofts were 
never apprehended And the three other defendants were 

all convicted and sentenced. 

The case remained under wraps until June this year, 
when the prosecutor's office to Chicago leaked the story 
to the Chicago itoify jVcwj. Several days later Senator 
Charles Percy ([>111.1- wrote to both the CIA and the 
Justice Department asking for an explanation. Also that 
month. CIA Director William Colby testifier! before the 
House Subcommittee on Government Information and 
Individual Rights and released a memo dated March 1„ 
I9M. from CIA General Counsel Lawrence Houston to 
the then deputy attorney general. William Rogers, The 
memo was written to confirm a conversation between the 
Iwn men in which they discussed a ''balancing of In- 
terest" between enforcement of the law and the protec- 
tion of intelligence sources and methods. The two men 
discussed a particular case in which evidence indicated 
that an Agency employee was guilty of mishandling 
funds, hut which could not be prosecuted without reveal- 
ing secret in fur (nation. "Mr. Rogers said that under the 
clri-onist a nees he saw no purpose In referring the matter 
to the Justice Department . , Rogers went on to state 
that this arrangement on cases or this sort could be for- 
utilized with an exchange of letters, "but he saw no 
reason why present practices could not be continued 
without further documentation.” 

Apparently this arrangement did remain In effect until 
this summer, when amid the furor raised in Capitol Hill 
committees, the Justice Department unilaterally ter- 
minated it. "Any , . . informal refrtTii agreement that 
may have been in effect in the past is abrogated," Assis- 
tant Attorney General Richard L. Thornburgh said in a 
tetter to the Cl A"s general counsel. John Warner. 

Strangely enough, much of the testimony before lire 
subcommittee centered on semantic questions of 
whether the CIA had ordered the Justice Department to 
drop ch urges. Justice Department officials said that the 
CIA representatives had told them that prosecution 
would "embarrass" the agency and that they should 
drop charges. The Agency maintained that it had simply 
told the prosecutors Thai it could not and would nut yield 
the necessary documents {knowing full well, of course, 
that (Ms would make prosecution Impossible), but left 

the decision to proceed with the charges or to drop them 
iiruly up to the Justice Department. 

The testimony and documents would have done more 
than "embarrass'' the Agency, hiltaiporn WAS deeply ac- 
quainted with the CIA's crimes in Scatlheast Asia and 
may have used this knowledge to negotiate his freedom. 

The CIA never denied that Pul teporn worked for 
them. According to their explanation to Senator Dsrcy, 
I’uttapurn was hired In July 1972 to report on narcotics 
trafficking in northern Thailand, part of the so-called 
"Golden Triangle," where the majority of the world's lb- 
licit opium is produced, lie had no other assignment 
than in report cal drugs, the Agency said. Thus it was in- 
voking the cause of the suppression of narcotics to ex- 
cuse its behavior with the Chicago prosecutors. We must 
throw the little fish back in hopes of catching a bigger 
one. the CIA was saying: prosecuting Pultaporn would 
compromise the CIA’s larger, more Important, efforts to 
stamp out narcotics trafficking the world ovet.

Tile Gulden Triangle, which straddles the borders of 
Laos, Thailand and ftumiu. consists of thousands of 
square mild of mountains not firmly under i tic control 
of the central governments uf any of those countries. 
Since 1949. 1 he area has been politically and militarily 
unstable, with numerous centers of authority- Chinese 
Nationalist troops who fled south when the communists 
won the civil war in their country set up jurisdiction over 
cine section uf the Triangle- The Sham. a minority peo- 
ple in revolt against the Burmese government, controlled 
another, The Meo army controlled much of the central 
and western parts of Laos. Oilier Burmese minorities 
had their min turfs, and the Thai police moved in and 
out. Excluding the small numbers of communist guer- 
rillas who have operated irt UlC Triangle , the common 
denominator between all of these groups is devotion to 
making money and exercising power. And opium is the 
currency of the Golden Triangle. Most ot the armed 
struggles that the various factions have waged against 
one another uver the years have related to control of (tie 
opium trade. 

After World War 11 the United States first became in- 
volved in the Golden Triangle in 1949. when it sent 
weapons mid other supplies to the Kuomintang rciH- 
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While the prosecutors were preparing the case. Cut- 
teporn was talking to Drug Enforcement Administration 
IDEA) itivestigators about his aclivilcs for the CIA. One 
of them, John Bax. later testified to Abxug’s subcom- 
mittee that Futtaporn hint told him he had formerly 
been an officer In the KuominiattE army and had guard- 
ed opium mule caravans as they look the drug to. pro- . . 
cessing points. Bas said li was hii EmfHtfikm that Pul- 
teporn frit ihe CIA was *waiT of these activities.

One final potential embarrassment remained *— the 
Involvement of Peace Corps volunteer Bruce Noeft. 
Already charges have been mode that Hoeft was working 
for the CIA, and in court the Agency would have been 
hard put to disprove that, Reliable persons who art well 
acquainted with Hucfi fed that he was not connected fo 
the Agency, but was simply a personal friend of Put- 
teporn- Sources: in the Peace Corps In Washington, In- 
cluding two former country directors, art convinced that 
the CIA has honored its 1%l agreement wUh Peace 
Corps director Sargent Shrlver to keep ill hands off 
volunteers. 
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lhat ibcy may have been routed on rhe baltlelield and 
will no longer play a dominant rale in Angolan politick. 

Most of rhe FNLA's aid over the years has dewed 
through Zaire, with the CIA furnishing the majority of 
the support , The FNLA also received ait) front Belgium, 
West Gcrmati.y B France. Zairian and South African in- 
terests. The Chinese provided assistance to Zaire and the 
FNLA tints] a few months ago, when they began with- 
drawing their support and advisors. 

UN1TA (National Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola) was formed in 1 %6 under Us current leader, 
Jonas Savlmbi, Its base is among the Chimb undo pen- 
pie. who com prise of the pu pnlal i on. UN IT A's 
strength Is in the southern region of Angola. 

UNIT A did not receive significant outside help during 
its nine yean of struggle for independence until earlier 
this year when Savlrnbi went looking for help from any 
source. It is also suspected that the change in UNITA's 
activities may have been sparked hy a takeover of 
UNITA’s military force by certain militarists who had 
earliet defected from the third Angolan movement. This 
has nut been fully confirmed due to the lack of clear 
news from inside Angola. With the recent South African 
pullback from UN IT A territories' many observers 
believe the Luanda government, which has been vic- 
torious on the battlefield, may offer UNITA some role in 
a new coalition government. 

The third movement is the MPLA f Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola), led by Agotinho Ncto. and 
is the strongest of the three. The MPLA was rounded Ln 
the mid- 1950’s and began armed resistance to the Por- 
tuguese in |%l, It draws its primary support from the 
Kfmbundu people, who make up 2$% of the papulation. 
Unlike the other movements, the MPLA is urban based' 
and contains elements of all tribes, except the Qakongn, 
and both white and black Africans, It enjoys more sup- 
port across tribal lines and among educated Angolans 
than the other I wo groups. Its forces hold most of Angola 
including the capital city of Luanda, where it declared 
itself the legitimate government of the country, the Peo- 
ple's Republic of A ngol a . 

Over 22 countries recognize the People's Republic of 
Angora and M PL A's claim to legitimacy. The MPLA 
started to receive modest amounts of military assistance 
from the Soviet Union in the early (9fvf) l s after ilrst hav- 
ing been refused U.S. support to light Portuguese dom- 
ination. However, it whs nos until after the April |9?4 
revolution in Portugal, and most recently since the 
spring ol 1975, that the Soviets began providing truly 
large quantities of assistance. Soviet aid is said 10 range 
Irons rifles, machine guns, and ammunition to armored 
vehicles,, mortars, a mb aircraft guns, and ground ‘to- 
ground missiles. Additionally Cuba has senl approx- 
imately 300ft advisors to fight with the MPLA since 
mid-fall. The Cuban assurance k compatible with the 
Cuban principle of material assistance to any liberal son 
movement desiring help. Reports lacing the total 
number of Cuban advisors at up to 10.000 appear re be 
highly exaggerated propaganda efforts by the U.S. and 
South Africa, What is lint generally known is that many 
Angolans with the MPLA are not fall black hut mes- 
tizo's and mullotos who speak fluent Portuguese. 
Spanish as well as the African dialects. No doubt many 
of these Angolans arc being mistaken for Cubans in 
some instances. 
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MPI A spokesmen have repealed ty slated l hat they irt- 
tend to establish a non-aligned and independent govern- 
ment. In October, the MPI.A declared: "We can assure 
you that we have fought (Hr M yean for the complete in- 
dependence of the Angolan people, not to be under the 
umbrella of another power or another country," And in 
Noveniher, the Woshingtun post re port eel that ilie 
MPI.A bad turned down a .Soviet offer fur a major arms 
airlift in Luanda. Agostltilm Netu is personally close to 
Mario Soares, currently the American favorite in Por- 
lugual, and certainly an ardent a mi-communist. 

So there it little to substantiate the position that 
Angola will become a Soviet satellite. Even Assuming (he 
fllOSI rapacious Soviet designs, the belief lhal the in- 
evitably victorious MPLA would tern- as a Soviet sat- 
ellite is contradicted by the stance of the MPLA ami I he 
Soviet experience in Africa and elsewhere . Indeed, Soviet 
assistance to (he NLF in Vietnam did not turn Vietnam 
into a Soviet satellite.

The (reaps are Iraki ad in the regular Army and the 
National Guard. The. Army mainlainfi two "Quick Reac- 
tion Forces” to respond to civil disturbances, consisting 
of elements of the 82tid Airborne Division at Fort Bragg, 
Worth Caroline, and lha 4th Infantry Division ai Port 
Carson, Colorado. Those units are trained through "lac- 
tical field exorcises, or the simulation of civil disiur- 
bancfla and military response on ihe squad, platoon, 
and company tovftta."

GRAM METRIC, and Ihe first uxerctse was held March 
21-28, 1969.

METRIC,

The Division of Military Support IDOMSf, a Pen- 
tagon agency composed of Army end AFr Force of- 
ticers, is the agency responsible for coordinating 
OPLAN GARDEN PLOT activities. DQM$ maijiiaina a 
24-hour-a day watch morn to monitor Indicators of 
potential civil distuitoancas and report on ibem to she 
Chiul pi Staff of the Army, the olliclal chargud by |hg 
Secretary of Defense as the senior military official for 
oiv3 dbturhances. DOM 5 operates their watch team 
from the Army Operations Center, and has at its 
disposal another similar command and control "war 
room" to be used when iho Army ts colled to action, 

OPLAN GARDEN PLOT outlines a command and 
control procedure that is used by the National Guard 
and Ihe regular military forces. It has heap lasted in 
pr^ctiicu £ncf in rGfrl sliijcHlQirig in vnryEny d^griins 
Ihrough the 1960s end 1970s. OPLAN GARDEN PLOT 
represents a state of mind and a military capability that 
is amiihfcal to the practice of dumocracy, the potential 
for military intervention In the process of government.

The Directorate of Civil Disturbance Planning and 
Operations changed its name in 1970 to the Directorate 
for Military Support: in July 1975 it was changed again to 
the Division of Military Support (DOM ST 11 Throughout 
its history, DOMS has served as the command and con- 
trol element needed fur military Intervention into civil 
disturbances. !i has served as a clearinghouse for in- 
telligence on civil disorders and requests for military 
assistance in both natural disaster and civil disturbance 
situations. Field grade officers assigned lo DOMS main* 
lain a 24-hour a day watch team that monitors such ac- 
tivity and works lo fulfill requests from local agencies. 
Since the end of the Vietnam War, DOMS has been 
reduced in slice to approximately 25 field grade officers 
and secretarial support.**

OPLAN GARDEN PLOT became the Army's pro- 
gram for imptemcnllng Ihe Interdepartmental Acllon 
Plan. An analysis of ihe government's response lo Ihe 
1973 cvenls at Wounded Knee, South Da kola, demon- 
strates the tangible pncilec tiT GARDEN PLOT, and 
bow SWAT type units fti into an overall plan for 
doniest tc cou nicr-insurge ncy. 

In February 1973, the Pine Ridge Rescrvallon was 
under the lawless rule of elected tribal president Dick 
Wilson. Wilson had been consolidating his power 
through bribery and pay-offs to those who could be 
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bought, while threatening, harassing and intinudalLng 
ihe opposing “traditional" people who practiced Ihe 
older ways of OgS ala life. 

In ordc^ (0 preserve their rights, and tu end Wilson's 
dictalorls.1 control of the tribal government, the tradi- 
iLuna] people formed the Oglala Sioux Civil Rights 
Organ iza I iw l (OSC RO ). 

Among their charges against Wilson were claims that 
he discriminated ag>tins( to 1 1 bloods by providing jobs 
and services tody to relalsves and miaed-biood friends, 
who iii turn supjHiried his rule as his own personal “goon 
squad”, OSCRG alio challenged Wilson for leasing 
tribal land lo white ranchers in return for a kick 'back. 
And for collaborating with thy ElA against the interests 
nfrhc Ogl ill a Sioux people. 

OSCRO began a drive to impeach Wiison and remove 
him from office. Wilson . responded wiih more violence 
against those who dared voice opposition . The graviiyof

Armed Forces by the Constitution and laws of ilia Uni! nil

Coda, ft h horeby ordered at follows: 



In carrying out the provision of this order, the Secretary nf 
Defense shell observe such law enforcement imllcies as the 
Attorney General may determine. 



SECTION 4 r The Secretary of Defense h authorized to deter- 
mine when Federal military forces shall be withdrawn from the 
disturbance area end when foderdired National Guard units 
and .personnel shaft be released from active Federal, service. 
Such determination shell be made in the light of the Attorney 
General's recommendations eg. to the -ability of Statu and focal 
authorities to resume Ml responsibility far the maintenance of 
taw and order in the effected area’.

When SOG arrived. they turned (he BIA building on 
Pine Ridge Into an armed fort; sand bags were placed on 
the root to form gun emplacements; 2d 'hour a day 
pa tool soft he reservaiion were begun; and SOG began lo 
train HI A police In the use of carbines and shotguns. It 
was after Iwu weeks of the SOG operations on Pine 
Ridge thur OSCRO held a series of ni«llngs and valed 
lo ask AIM lo come to Pine Ridge and assist them in 
unseating Wilson. 

Oil Feb. 37 over 300 people showed up for a meeting At 
Galico, r small reservation bjmlet, In order lo ac- 
tinnmodmt the crowd, it was announced (hat the 
meeting would be moved to a larger community hall 
across the reservation at Porcupine. 

As Ihe caravan drove through Wounded Knee en route 
to Porcupine, the Indians saw pH I agents, 5QG and fit A 
police lining the roads and blocking the way. The 
caravan turned off at Wounded Knee and headed forlhe 
Trading Post and ihe Catholic Church. Seeing the armed 
presence of so many government agents, some Indians 
secured weapons from the Trading Past in order to de- 
fend themselves. The police responded by arresting 
whoever I Hed to leave the h a mlet. 

It would he 7 1 days before the roadblocks came down 
for good. Ihe Justice Depart men! had laid siege lo 
Wounded Knee.

At DOM S. the word of the 1 Vxcnpal ion " oT W ou nded 
Knee geared up 1 ho night stafT, GARDEN PLOT contin- 
gency plans were reviewed aiid local resources checked 
for possible use by either federal or local forces.' 1 

On March l, Atlorney General Richard Klietidicnst 
requested that the Department of the Army send a 
representative to Woumicd Knee lo help coordinate and 
evaluate the situation. After conferences between Gen. 
Alexander Haig, who was to have the final approval on 
all Army activities at Wounded Knee, and Gen. Hay, the 
commander of the XV III Airborne Corps, Col. Volney 
Warner was designated iho HLOCSA I’m Wounded 
Knee" , 

At 3:30 a.m. on March 3. 197.1. Col. Warner arrived at 
Eiisworlh APR. iinef was met by Marshal Colburn and 
Pht Special Agent in Charge Joseph Trimbach. The law 
enforcement officers wanted an immediate Commitment 
from Warner that 2000 members of the 82nd Airborne 
would be committed to Wounded Knee. Warner was 
prepared for the request, and alter a three-hour briefing 
by Colburn and Trimbach, the three men molt a heli- 
copter ride to Wounded Knee. After surveying the ler- 
rain and the position of the roadblocks, Warner re- 
sponded to the request. 

Rather than bring in military troops Ih.n would create 
an unfavorable public impression, Warm;r asked the 
Marshals and FBI to increase thetr contingents and 
utilize support provided by the military to conduct a cor- 
don operation against the indiuos. Rather than take 
Wounded Knee hy force intiiicdiaiely, Warner wanted to 
attempt a negotiated settlement."

Wbilu GARDEN PLOT and its offspring allowed for 
fuH use of federal forces in eo-csllad "civil disturbance 
si tua dons", and. thus was a p!a n for operations by ih# 
lYkHitary, LANTERN SPIKE called for the use of court- 
tet Intelligence agunta and other resources to engage in 
"continuous active collection and timely disseminu bon 
- - .hi inieltigenea in forma lion to monitor . . ,■ civil 
disturbances of serious or potentially serrous conse- 
quoncus. 1 ' 

LANTERN SPIKE operations were conducted by the 
Army's USAlNTC ILLS, Army Intelligence Command, 
pronounced ufio ■ sa Efi t -se e I organised in 19GE. 
USAlNTC was Greeted after Project SECURITY 
SHIELD in 13H34 recommended the creation ol a new 
separata intelligence command within the United 
States and its territories. Under USAlNTC, each region 
of the United States was carved up into military in- 
telligence groups, each responsible ter intelligence 
coverage ul a multi stele area, lit 1975 USAlNTC was 
abolished end repFaoed by the new U.S. Army In- 
telligence Agency jUSAJNTA), 

USAlNTC, and now OSAINTA, acted in a support 
role for Department of Army |0A> anywhere there was 
a clience of anything disruptive occurring. LANTERN 
SPIKE could be implemented before GARDEN PLOT 
and continuu wall after federal forces hed been with- 
drawn and GARDEN PLOT called off. 

PagasC-2 end C-3 of USAlNTC OPLAN 10040 [the 
LAN1 E RW SPIKE plan for f 96BI gives a good Indication 
of the mentality of army intelligence officers. 

Altiruiryh the majority of anti-war protestors appear 
reluctant for moral, practical pr legal reasons, to engage 
in public riemonstm tiara; of g nature which violate exist- 
ing i&ws, there is a significant minority of professional 
agitators and young students who advocate either vio- 
lent action nr so-catted disobedience of a nature that 
Violence it. almost sure to enptia . . . 

Afthouglt it cannot he substantia tt?d that tfm an tiwar 
and or Hi- draft movements ora acting in response to 
furtitgn direction , it must be pointed out that by their ac- 
tivities they are Supporting the stated objectives of 
foreign elements which ara detrimental ns the USA. 
Many /supers of the anti war nnd entidraft movements 
ha ire p eve fed to foreign countries, including Cuba. East 
Europe and North Vietnam to meet with Communist 
leaders Therefore, the possibility exists that these in- 
dividuals may be either heavily Influenced or outright 
dominated by their foreign contacts. 

In the 1966-1970 period LANTERN SPIKE/ROSE 
BUSH /PUNCH BLOCK was declared approximately 20 
limes, many more timegthan GARDEN PLOT ever was, 
according to available documents. Military intelligence 
unite would go into LANTERN SPIKE operations 
without GARDEN PLOT ever being declared In sung 
cases. 

Under LANTERN SPIKE, an operations rente* EEOC} 



was established on an around the dock basis. Agents 
would bo sent to the site of the dratuibancu under many 
guises, and reports were constantly sent to the center. 
Liaison was Intensified with stele and local pc lire and 
thu PHI. Agents would often infiltrate movement 
groups to try and influence events. 

For instance, one after action report ot LANTERN 
SPIKE steles with pride that agents covering the march 
on the Pentagon in October, 1967, were ’Vrull received 
by Una- demonstrators and in many instances were as- 
signed duties ol importance within dissident groups," 
One egont was as&gnad to be t group leader of the hue 
on which he was travelling. The report smugly adds, 
howGv&r, that "iheia Ls a possibility of danger to the 
agents in this type of operation, as they have difficulty 
in developing the look end smelt of tho 'hippy' In a short 
time: however, in litis opera lion USAlNTC agente were 
Successfu Ity a uuuptusL" 

Tho peak period of LANTERN SFJKE operations sn- 
abtad the Pentagon tp collect thousands of reports all 
of which wore centrally deposited In the U.S. Army In- 
telligence Records (USAlRRJ originally located at Fort 
Hotubird In Baltimore and now at Fort Hauchuca in 
Ariiona, and locally at Military intelligence group file 
□enttSFi After the disclosures of massive military spying 
In 1970 by Chile Pyle, e termer military intelligence of- 
ficer, USAlNTC documents reveal much jumbling 
about having to spend at! their time refuting — unsuc- 
cessfully - the .Pyle allegation & Although USAlNTC 
and other military intelligence offices were ordered by 
Congress to destroy the fifes, recent disclosures in- 
dicate they were computerized and are still maintained 
by (he Pentagon. 




The plan Immediately swung into action. The entire 
special Operation* Group was called lo Wounded Knre, 
ami (he FBI brought in additional men. Even the riot 
squad from (he Border Patrol was brought in (o make a 
consolidated federal force of over J4Q. Col. Warner im- 
mediately began his work as a military advisor. In the 
first days of his stay, he helped the Justice Department 
establish an emergency opera (ions center, complete with 
a tactical Intelligence component: procurred over 100 
M-16 rifles and ammunition, 1 7 Armored Personnel 
Carriers |A PCs}, and uther logistical items needed by an 
Army conducting a siege, from “C” ralDotis to field 
jackets. Most Important of all. Cot, Warner devised an 
attack pEantn take Wounded Knee by force. 

Coi. Warner used his position as PLOCSA to man- 
ipulate the Justice Department when lie desired or 
Lhuught it necessary. He had the HnaE recommendation 
on equipment the Justice Department requested through 
DOM 5, and used I hat leverage when he wanted. On oc- 
casions, he would limit the number of mu nd s allowed, a( 
(he roadblocks, nr would make recommendations to the 
SCRAG (hat negotiations could be forced along by 
lightening the perimeter,* 1 In the words o f ills OWH after 
action report, Col. Warner and several other field grade 
orflcere wi|h him acted more as H, a Military Assistance 
Advisory Group'" than observers. Warner also admitted 
that he had an equal voice In decision making a| Wound- 
ed Knee, which on Its face would appear to violate the 
spirit if not the intern qf the Posse Cnmitatus AcL* 
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The attack plan that Warner devised billed far him to 
ride with Marshal Colburn in a comm and and contcol 
helicopter over Wounded Knee, One half-hour before 
dawn, the AFC’s would he moved in towards the hamlet 
with troops (FBI and SOGJ behind them on foot, A I 
dawn, the Indians would be warned thal they were to 
Surrender or the area would be gassed. Fifty-five gallon 
barrels of CS riot gas were to he dropped from the 
helicopter while I he A PCs Hred gas on the ground. The 
truops would then move in and "neutralise" resistance 
and effect arrests," 

'Die plan, was originally demised on March 9 to he im- 
plemented on March 12.“ During this period roadblocks 
had been alternately going up and down In tune with the 
carrot and slick approach of the government negotia- 
tors. In order to create the conditions for the assault of 
the 12th, the government provoked several incidents on 
March El. First four armed postal inspectors were sent 
into Wounded Knee, allegedly tu investigate (he condi- 
tions nl the post office located inside the Trading Post, 
Seen as a pretext for securing intelligence on the 
strength and deployment of ilir Indian people, the posLal 
inspectors were stopped at (he Indian roadblock, ar- 
rested, disarmed and detained lor several hours. At 
about the same time FBI agents pulled alongside a van 
oF Indian people ret urn mg from a nearby community. A 
witness described I he incident: " , , , a sedan pulled 
alongside and all Of a sudden he hit tile siren, I was going 
to pull over bui he put an M-16 out the window and 



Tlte roadblocks then went bnck up lo stay. But the 
milllaty's attack plan fur March 12 was cancelled in 
lavor of a siege to starve nut I he occupants. After Eve un- 
successful week; of siege, On April 27, preparations wan! 
made again with a modified plan devised after Warner 
made a trip LO Lite Pent agon. The attack date was set. If 
negosialions failed lo reach u settlement by May 9, an at- 
tack would take place cm the morning uf May IB.' 11 Army 
officers from Fort Corson were brought In to assist with 
the attack. The stage was set, and the countdown was 
below % hours when a settlement was reached. A virtual 
repeat of the ifi^JO massacre of over 3LK1 Oglalas was nar- 
rowly averted. 

Throughout it all, the 62nd Airborne and the 4th In- 
fantry were placed on and olf atari. 11 Even though the 
troops were never brought in. a domestic form of Viet- 
nam iza cion occurred. From all appearances, the Army 
was never at Wounded Knee, although I hey actually con- 
I relied much of the operations. 

Massive amounts of military equipment went tlironyh 
die pijtellncs in Wou titled Knee, including back- pack 
radios, mine detector*, |7 A PCS, 200 dak vests, 177 M- 
16 and sniper rilhts, 9,100 "Star" parachute flares, and 
123,000 rounds of ball and tracer ammunition. All of 
this, of course, was in addition to the supplies brought in 
from Justice Department resource*. 1,1 

Woli E lded Knee was a practical application of the ln- 
te rile part mental Action Plan, GARDEN PLOT, and the 
lessons of GRAM METRIC and CABLE SPLICER op- 
erations. The entire law enforcement community looked 
lo Wounded Knee as a text of the theory and tactics (hat 
had. been promoted at SEA DOC and the Clllifurhla 
Specialized Training Institute fCSTli. C5TI sent an 
ubSL-rvcr tu Wounded Knee tu make recommendations

At 0412000 hours, A major ConfroOtetlon tiotwoon 
K«U State U niversity Btudonti and law enforcement a rjerveies 
rainlorced by Ohio National Guardsman, occurred.. Alter a 
sf par aKegedly fired OP the doptoyed Guardsmen, a short 
exchange of gunfire t&Ok place. Four damonslratora. hYO of 
them co-ada, waiekHted and ten wounded. 

The coofjootei ion Eturled when tow enforcement official-) 
and National Guardsmen moved In to disperse hundreds of 
siLjiiint danianatretofs. Two Guardsmen were hoajjhfllunhd 
A state ul umurgency was declared, and ihe uiilviiratiy closed 
for Iho remainder of ihe week. 

As a result of the Kent, 0N& Indklani, student protest ralltos, 
alrikes end occaiitnm! vwlenl oanfronlatlana occurred on 
college campuses throughout the nation during Ihe period 
6 May - 10 May 1S7D, There were a loiel ot 289 coJlene& anti 
unteeriisifta which had varying degrees of entl^ver ectiviltos. 
Oh 6 May 1070, the general trend In the .neuoirwide anihvar 
protest ind: listed a shiFt to demonetrellon Hcclwiy away from 
the campuses to Ihe surrounding metrupolhen ertrfs. Largo 
rallies occurred in New York CHy, FtOHdn, Phaatfolpfila, CcFum- 
bua, Austin and Saaitle. Smflltor domonstralrons were re- 
parted in nuinemet other cities. TFwse retlies were, an the 
whole, na-nveolsmt 

In view dl Ihe expansion aF the war into Cenihodia end to 
[Kotust the killing of Ihe feur Kem Univertiiy jmcteniB, Tho 
New MofafllietiGTi CoOHTihteu to End the Wor In vkunam Inrrri- 
ulaled plans for a mass Cnlriver domanatralian in Washington, 
D.C. on 9 May T07O. The New Mobe eslimated I he! 20 to 30 
thousand demonauaiors would partioipale. Based on Ihe fact 
that Large numbers o< students, primarily from Eastern Sea 
board colleges and universities were expected m attend and 
dad due IC a number of college* hflvitig termki&icd Ihis semes- 
tar'i courses of atudy. It wa* felt that there would be a sub- 
stantial student presence In WsthangEon, D.C. on 9 May 1970, 
Hew Mobe plans called for rallies, slreol sit-ins end other ecte 
of nonyiolenl civil disobedience. They identified H Sueut,
